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“On May 25th, the Treasury 
-amnounced that it has decided 
against the mintage of any new 
silver dollars at this time. 

Last year, in response to a 
Treasury request, Congress ap- 
propriated $600,000.00, an amount 
sufficient to manufacture 45 mil- 
lion silver dollars. To carry out 
_ the intent of Congress, the Treas- 

-ury informed the White House 
_ that the U. S. Mint was ready to 
_ produce the silver dollars. It was 
_ on this information that the White 
House said that production could 


as f interest in currency 
oinage, urged the Treasury 
ot to proceed with the produc- 
on of the silver dollars. 

__ After conferring with the White 
House, the Treasury has decided 
_ that the Mint will not produce the 
_ 1964 silver dollars at this time.” 
The following article points

—Analysis— 

The Executive directive came 
under fire May 17 by Congress- 
man Dante B. Fascell (D-Flo- 
rida) who is also chairman of 
the House Legal and Monetary 
Affairs Subcommittee. Chairman 
Fascell’s subcommittee is best 
remembered for its outstanding 
study on the nation’s silver and 
coinage problems, released earlier 











this year. 

Outspoken Congressman Fas- 
cell introduced his remarks by 
stating: “The U.S. Mint has jusi 
been given the go-ahead to start 
turning out 45 million silver dol- 
lars. The Congress had authoriz- 
ed these dollars to be minted in 
July 1964 but they have not been 
coined because the facilities of the 
mint were being used in a crash 
program to produce other coins 
to relieve the coin shortage. 


—Studies— 
“In its studies of the coin short- 


age and the silver situation, the | 


a 


“Legal and Monetary Affairs Sub-— 


committee of the House Commit- 
tee on Government Operations, of 
which I am chairman, inquired in- 
to what effects coinage of the sil- 
ver dollars would likely have cn 
U.S. coin and silver supplies.” 
And expressing concern over the 
potential loss of silver he added: 
“In the coinage of 45 million sil- 
ver dollars almost 35 million 
ounces of silver will be consumed. 
This represents a whole year’s 
U.S. production of the metal. The 
entire stock of Treasury silver is 
only about 1.025 billion ounces. 
At present rates of silver coinage, 
excluding the silver dollars, this 
is only a 3- or 4-year supply of 
silver. Defense and _ industrial 
users must also rely on the Treas- 
ury’s supply and domestic produc- 
tion for their silver needs.” 
Congressman Fascell then point- 
ed out his belief that the newly 
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minted silver dollars would not 
remain in circulation ‘because: 
“By early 1964 the Treasury had 
virtually run out of its supply of 
silver dollars. Practically none are 
in circulation. They are collectors’ 
items, selling at two, three, and 
more times their face value. The 
subcommittee’s studies disclosed 
that many bankers and other 
knowledgeable persons are sure 
that if 45 million silver dollars 
were to be coined they, too, would 
not remain in circulation, but 
would be taken up by coin col- 
lectors. In fact, advertisements 
have appeared in the press offer- 


‘ing the silver dollars at high 


premiums, on a ‘when issued’ 
basis.” 
—Shortage— 

Virtually discrediting the role 
of the silver dollar as a medium 
of circulation, Mr. Fascell stress- 
ed that: “The only U.S. coin for 
which there is a ready substitute 
is the silver dollar. Paper money 
generally takes the place of dol- 
lars. To that extent there is no 
shortage of dollars. There are, 
however, real shortages in the 
Nation’s subsidiary coins, that is 
the dimes, quarters, and halves. 
Using our available silver to make 
subsidiary coins instead of silver 
dollars makes that silver stretch 
farther, because there is 7 per- 
cent less silver in those coins 
‘than there is in their equivalent 
values in silver dollars.” He con- 
cluded by saying: ‘Manufacture 
of the 45 million silver dollars 
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would add to the coin shortage, 
both because it will tie up facili- 
ties which are now used for the 
manufacture of other coins, and 
‘because it would use up a large 
quantity of silver which could. be 
used for the manufacture of other 
coins for which there is a genuine 
need.” 
—Counte, White, Join Fascell— 

Next day Chairman Fascell’s 
drive picked up momentum as two 
other Congressmen joined him in 
the criticism of the planned 1964- 
dated silver dollars. 

Summing up the situation Rep- 


resentative Conte (R-Mass.) stat- 
ed: “We need 45 million silver dol- 


lars now like I need a hole in the 
head” in which he was joined by 
Rep. Compton White (D-Idaho) 
who stated, “the minting of these 
45 million silver dollars will not 
ever serve the intended purpose. 
These silver dollars will not stay 
in circulation...” 

In his opening remarks Rev. 
Conte alluded directly to the role 
played by hoarders and specula- 
tors in the immediate past coin 
shortage: “The President has de- 
cided to tax the already overtaxed 
Mint facilities even further by di- 
recting the production of 45 mil- 
lion new silver dollars. I must say 
the action leaves me a little dizzy 
and more than a little confused.”

Monroe Doctrine Centennial - 

A commemorative with a dis- 
tinct political doctrine flavor, yet 


it was essentially the movie indus- 


‘try which sponsored the issue for 
the “First Annual American His- 
torical Review and Motion Picture 
Industry Exposition” held in June 
1923. 3 

Well-known artist Chester 
Beach designed the coin, issued at 
$1 and of the 274,077 pieces coined, 
none were melted. Many coins 
were placed in circulation at face 
value, however; hence the relative 
scarcity of true BU specimens. 

Huguenot-Walloon Tercentenary 

A “controversial” issue because 
alledgedly it exalted the position of 
Protestantism, moreover it was 
termed as religious propaganda 
and therefore considered un-Amer- 
ican by some groups. 

The subject of controversy was 
the selection of two famous 16th 
Century Protestants, Admiral 
Gaspard de Coligny of France, and 
William the Silent of Holland for 
the obverse design, and above all 
their lack of direct connection with 
the actual settement of the New 
Netherlands — the very purpose 
of this issue released in 1924 for 
the tercentenary of the Huguenots 
and Walloons settlement in 1624. 

The issue was handled by the 
Fifth National Bank of New York 
and brought out at $1; of the 142,- 
080 coins struck, none were re- 
melted, 55,000 unsold specimens 


were placed in circulation, how- 

ever, as the bank had paid only 

face value to the Treasury. 
Lexington-Concord 
Sesquicentennial 

The one hundred and fiftieth 
anniversary of the battle of Lex- 
ington and Concorn was commemo- 
rated by this issue released in 
1925. It was offered initially at 
$1 by the U. S. Lexington-Concorn 
Sesquicentennial Commission 
through the Concorn National 
Bank of Concord, Mass. and the 
Lexington Trust Co. of Lexing- 
ton, Mass. Of the 162,099 coins 
struck, only 86 were melted. 

The coins were originally re- 
leased in a small wooden box; the 
latter is rarely encountered on the 
coin market today, however. Also 
a Chester Beach design. 


Stone Mountain ; 

Next to Columbian the most pro- 
lific single-year issue. The coin 
was struck to commemorate the 
beginning of the sculptural work 
on Stone Mountain honoring the 
valor of Southern soldiers and also 
in memory of President Harding. 
The coin was issued at $1 and of 
the 2,314,709 struck, one million 
were melted still leaving a healthy 


1,314,709 pieces. The coin is one: 
of the more common commemora- 





tives. 


Treasury Opposition 

By 1925 it had become abund- 
antly clear that the issuance of 
commemoratives was often an hap- 
hazard enterprise, as a result then 
Secretary of the Treasury, An- 
drew Mellon, openly stated his op- 
position to the minting of com- 
memorative coins. His contentions 
were that the return of unsold 
coins resulted in considerable ex- 
pense to the Treasury caused by 
remelting operations. He cited an 
instance where nine tenth of an 
issue was returned for melting. 

Over the Secretary’s protest 
more issues were to appear, how- 
ever. 

California Diamond Jubilee 

One of three issues authorized 

under an “omnibus” bill, the coin 


commemorated the seventy-fifth 


anniversary of the admission of 
the State of California into the 
Union. Sold at $1, of the 150,200 
coins struck, 63,606 were melted 
leaving a 86,594 piece issue, These 
coins were struck at the San Fran- 
cisco Mint and distributed by the 
San Francisco and Los Angeles 
member banks. 


Fort Vancouver 

Issued to commemorate the one 
hundredth anniversary of the 
founding of Fort Vancouver, 
Washington. The designer was 
well-known Laura Gardin Fraser. 
Of the 50,028 coins struck, 35,034 
were returned, leaving a low 14,- 
994 pieces for distribution. This is 
amply reflected in the coin’s prices 
today. Although struck at San 
Francisco, the mint mark ‘‘S” was 

inadvertently (?) omitted. 

Sesquicentennial of 

American Independence 

The Silver half dollar is literally 


the forerunner of the Franklin half 
dollar; this issue, commonly refer- 
red to as “The Sesquicentennial” 
was issued in 1926 at the Sesqui- 
centennial Exposition and com- 
memorated the one hundred and 
fiftieth anniversary of the signing 
of the Declaration of Independence. 
Of the 1,000,000 coins struck, 
859,408 were remelted, leaving a 
net of 141,120 issued at $1 each. 
Particular to this issue is the ex- 
treme low relief of the strike, 
sometimes confused as a sign of 
wear. Considerable care in grading 
the coin should be exercised, how- 
ever. 

The designer of the coin, John 
R. Sinnock, used the Liberty Bell 
design later used in a modified 
version on the Franklin half dol- 
lar also designed by Sinnock. 

The some commemorative issue 
included at $214 gold piece issued 
at $4; the last of the U. S. gold 
commemorative issues, the coin 
has also rather distinct low relief 
characteristics. The original ses- 
quicentennial bill requested the 
minting of a $114 gold denomi- 
nation a provision killed by the 
general aversion of Secretary Mel- 
lon towards commemorative coins. 


_ Oregon Trail Memorial | 

Literally the first “scandal-rid- 
den” commemorative issue struck 
between 1926 and 1939; certainly 
one of the issue which directly con- 
tributed to the disenchantment 
with commemorative coinage and 
its discontinuation in 1939. The 
coins commemorating the Oregon 
Trail and the pioneers of the Far 
West were issued in sets of three 
(PDS) for an initial $7.50, a 
drastic departure of the till then 
practiced price of $1.00 per coin. 

The design resulted from the 
ecVaboration between James Earle 
Fraser and his wife Laura Gardin 
Fraser. 

Vermont Sesquicentennial 

Issued to commemorate the 
150th anniversary of the battle of 
Bennington and the independence 
of Vermont. 

One of the outstanding com- 
memorative issues, well and equit- 
ably distributed; a large share of 
the proceeds went to the Ben- 
nington Museum. 

The net coinage after melting 
was 28,142 coins issued at $1.00. 
Hawaiian Sesquicentennial 
Issued in 1928 to commemorate 
the 150th anniversary of the dis- 
covery of the Hawaiian Islands by 
Captain James Cook. Issued in- 
itially at $2.00 each, the coin 
reached an immediate premium. 
All 10,008 specimens struck were 
sold; this number included 50 
sandblast proofs. Presently the 
highest-priced U. S. commemora- 
tive, retail averages $575.00. 

Commemoratives Vetoed 

Following the Hawaiian issue, 
the Hoover administration (1928- 
1934) systematically vetoed all 
commemorative coinage bills on 
the grounds it was “a misuse of 
our coinage system,” a view still 
very popular today with some 
Treasury officials.

Maryland Tercentenary 

After a four-year commemora- 
tive black-out, this issue was ap- 
proved under the Roosevelt ad- 
ministration in 1934. None of the 
25,015 coins struck were melted, 
although the issue met with some 
difficulties. Some 5,000 unsold 
coins were dumped at prices below 
the initial offering price of $1.00. 

Texas Independence Centennial 

First commemorative authorized 
after the Hoover commemorative 
“prohibition,” the coin was issued 
between 1934 and 1938, and an- 
other one of the multi-year issues. 


The coin commemorated the one 


hundredth anniversary of Texas 
independence in 1936. Issuance 
price ranged between $1 and $2. 
The 1936 and 1937 sets (PDS) are 
actively on coin dealer want lists. 
Daniel Boone Bicentennial 

Issued to commemorate the two 
hundredth anniversary of the birth 
of Daniel Boone, this coin was 
struck between 1934 and 1938. Of 
particular interest is the 1935/ 
small 1934 set, the result of a 
technicality in coinage legislation. 
Low mintage (2,000) of the “D” 
and “S” varieties justify the un- 
derstandable scarcity of the set 
now retailing around the $320.00 
level. wh ted | 


Connecticut Tercentenary _ 


By and large a well managed 


and distributed issue which com- 
memorates the three hundredth 
anniversary of the founding of the 
Colony of Connecticut in 1935. Of 
the 25,018 coins struck, none were 
melted. The original offering price 
was $1 and the coins were contain- 
ed in small boxes issued by the 
Connecticut Tercentenary Commis- 
sion through Connecticut banks. 
Arkansas Centennial 
Another multi-year issue au- 
thorized under an omnibus bill 
commemorating the one hundredth 
anniversary of the admission of 
Arkansas into the Union. The is- 
sue stretched between 1935 and 
1939. During the latter year, the 
issuance price per set (PDS) had 
risen to $10.00. This particular is- 
sue was absorbed almost immed- 
iately after release; the set re- 
mains in considerable demand to- 
dav with dealers offering around 
$285.00. A low mintage of 2,104 
for each mint accounts for this 
relative scarcity. 
Arkansas-Robinson 
Also issued for the one hun- 
dreth anniversary of Arkansas’ ad- 
mission into the Union. The re- 
verse is identical with the Ark- 
ansas centennial issue, but the ob- 
verse features the late Senator 
Joseph T. Robinson, Senate ma- 
jority leader between 1933 and 
1937. Although dated ‘1936,” the 
coin was issued in 1937. Only 25,- 
265 coins were struck and offered 
initially at $1.85. 
Hudson, New York, 
Sesquicentennial 
Another outstanding Chester 
Beach design issued to commemo- 
rate the one hundred and fiftieth 
anniversary of the founding of the 
City of Hudson, New York. A low

the striking of silver dollars, Rep. 
Conte elaborated: ‘‘Last year’s 
appropriation bill provided funds 
for the minting of these new sil- 
ver dollars. I strongly opposed 
the appropriation at that time. 
The case that can be made 
against the advisability of mint- 
ing silver dollars today is even 
stronger than it was a year ago. 

“We cannot be mollified or per- 
suaded to overlook the very real 
ramifications of this action by a 
pronouncement that the will of 
Congress is merely being carried 
out at the earliest feasible time. 
We have not arrived at a feasible 
time. The demand for coins is in- 
creasing, and increasing at a 
rate beyond any present hope or 
capability to keep pace. We sim- 
ply cannot solve the shortage by 
feeding it more coins.”’ 

In addition Rep. Conte flatly 
stated that he does not consider 
the coin shortage solved and add- 
ed: ‘‘There has been no improve- 
ment at all in the inventories for 
Silver coins. They remained de- 
pleted. Secretary Dillon said 
that the mint would have to ‘con- 
tinue full steam with this crash 
program.’ The program had not 
gotten into full operation at that 
time. It was the opinion of the 
Director of the Mint that it would 
be June before they would be or- 
ganized for the 9 billion annual 
coin rate. We have not come up 
to this level yet in the attempt to 
meet our coin needs. In order to 
build up any reserves at all, we 
would have to operate at that 
level for some time to come. We 
have not met the daily coin de 
mands, much less moved toward 
a resolution of our critical coin 
shortage problems. 

“The President said in his di- 
rective: ‘Substantial progress has 
.been made in bringing the supply 
of small coins into line with the 
demand.’ Where are the indica- 
tions of this progress? Our sub- 
committee, I can tell you, has 
seen not one scintilla of this evi- 
dence.”’ 

— Technical Difficulties — 

Representative Conte then very 
aptly described the technical dif- 
ficulties facing the mint in produc- 
ing silver dollars: ‘‘Because there 
have been no silver dollars made 
since 1935, consider4ble attention 
will have to be given to the pro- 
duction problems which will arise 
in connection with the manufac- 
ture of large quantities of silver 
dcliars. No coins as large as the 
dollar have been produced on the 
present equipment in any of the 
mints. All of these problems, un-

This issue is more commonly 
referred to as “San Diego.” 
The 1985 coinage was struck in 
San Francisco, while the 1936 
issue was coined in Denver. 
Nearly four fifth of the 1935 
issue was recoined in 1936, and 
thus only 70,132 were issued. 
Of the 1936 issue 150,000 were 
melted, leaving a net issue of 
30,092. By 1937.the issue was 
not sold out and the Exposition 
Commission raised the price to 
$3.00 from an initial $1.50. The 
design is by well-known artist 
Robert Aitken. 

Old Spanish Trail 

In the category of low-mint- 
age, high-premium ecommemo- 
ratives. The coin commemo- 
rated the four hundredth anni- 
versary of the expedition of 
Cabeza de Vaca in 1535 and the 
opening of the historical Old 
Spanish Trail.
